LINE 2 Board member Daryl Wood, ow ner of Wood Patel has an employer/employee relationship w ith board 
member AJ Lindemann, an employee of Wood Patel LINE 5 St Mary's utilized a pro bono kitchen architect to 
secure pre-ow ned kitchen equipment for w hich St Mary's paid $85,000 in cash plus recognized an in-kind 
donation for the remainder of the equipment's fair market value The equipment w as recorded as having a fair 
market value of approximately $600,000 An independent audit, initiated by St Mary's, of the equipment 
inventory revealed shortages The shortages appear to be partially due to a misrepresentation of the original 
equipment list and partially due to diversion The pro bono kitchen architect has subsequently filed for 
bankruptcy protection LINE 10 The Form 990 is reviewed by the Chief Financial Officer prior to filing LINE 
12C Each year, the officers and directors are asked to sign the compliance policy at our June Annual Board
